Mexico is third in oil reserves 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 2 (AP) — President Jose Lopez 
Portillo has announced that Mexico's petroleum and natural 
gas reserves have a potential total of 200 billion - barrels, mak- 
ing it one of tbe richest of the world's oil nations. 

The president said in his annual state-of-the-union address 
before the Congress that proved reserves to July 31 jumped 
from 17 to 20 billion in the seven months of the year. He 
said probable reserves at that date stood at 37 billion barrels 
and potential reserves at 200 billion barrels. 

Petroleum industry experts believe that with Lopez Portil- 
lo's disclosure there was no doubt Mexico is one of tbe leading 
nations in petroleum reserves in the world after Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait. 

They point out that Pemex, Mexico’s state petroleum 
monopoly, has for years been extremely conservative in evalu- 
ating its reserves and even as recently as the beginning of 
this year it admitted to only 17 billion in proved reserves when 
the industry worldwide had information that these topped the 
1.00 billion figure. 


U.S. government energy planners have long considered 
Mexico a future abundant source of petroleum and nature) 
gas for solving the U.S, energy crisis, together with the North 
Sea deposits and Prudhoe Bay in Alaska’s North Slope. 

Mexico has consistently refused pressures to join OPEC, 
tbe Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

Plans to sell large quantities of Mexican natural gas to 
the United States have been stalled because of failure of the 
U.S. Congress to agree on an energy bill. 

Lopez Portillo said Mexico is now using the gas, which 
would otherwise have to be burned, for domestic energy and 
substituting it for crude oil which would then be exported. 

However, toe president said Mexico will not rely on petroleum 
and natural gas for basic fuels or as its onfy sources for na- 
tional income 

He said a vigorous petrochemical and plastics manufac- 
turing industries — using hydrocarbons as raw materials — will 
continue to be developed. 

Also, he said petroleum will be supplemented with the

The Egyptian plan also in- 
cluded proposals on how Is- 
rael's withdrawal should take 
place and security guarantees 
required for all parties in the 
Middle East conflict, the sour- 
ces said. 

Foreign Minister Muhammed 
Ibrahim Kamel was heading a 
team of experts who were in 
permanent session to complete 
the plan for submission to Sa- 
dat for approval, the source, 
said. 

They said the plan provided 
details of a declaration of prin- 
ciples for a settlement based on 
toe United Nations_ Security 
Council resolution of Novem- 
ber 1967 which called for Is^ 
reel's withdrawal from oocu : 
pied Arab territories and for 
security guara ntees to safeguard 
the sbverdghty of every Mjd- 
dle East state. 

Thousands of demonstrators 
have converged on the town of 
Suez to express support for Sa- 
dat, who was returning ro Cairo 
Saturday before leaving for 
Washington.

Sept. 2 (AP) — A 
massive coal deposit which 
could prove to be the biggest 
reserve in Australia has been 
discovered about 296 kilome- 
ters north of Sydney, the 
New South Wales government 
announced. 

Pat Hills, New South Wales 
minister for mines and ener- 
gy, said Friday that initial 
tests at the black coal area 
near the town of Breeza in the 
Guhnedah Basin had proved 
the deposit to be “a poten- 
tially huge energy source.” 

Hills said exploratory drill- 
ing by the department had 
shown the area to be riddled 
with coal seams, one more 
than 60 feet thick. He said 
this indicated the Breeza dis- 
covery was on the same scale 
as the coal-rich Hunter Val- 
- ley, Oaklands Basin and Bog- 
gabri areas but because of li- 
mited drilling so far he could 
not estimate its exact size. 


Exxon sees signs of gas , 
oil off US, East Coast 


ATLANTIC CITY, Now Jer- 
sey, Sept. 2 (AP) — Exxon 
Corp. said it has found signs 
of oil or natural gas in its first 
exploratory well off the mid- 
Atlantic stated, but the find is 
“inconclusive." 

Exxon is the second oil com- 
pany to issue a positive state- 
ment about exploratory drill- 
ing in the Baltimore Canyon 
trough- Texaco announced /asi 
mouth that it struck, natural 
gas about five miles from Ex- 
xon's well 

Paul H, Dudley Jr., mana- 
ger of Exxon's explorations in 
the Gulf of Mexico and Atlan- 
tic Ocean, said Friday the 
17,286-fool well “had encoun- 
tered zones below 12,000 feet 

which exhibited . inconclusive 
shows of hydrocarbons. 

He said the zones "would 
require further evaluation and 


testing .... to determine their 
contents.” 

Dudley said the testing for 
hydrocarbons, which could take 
a month to complete, would 
begin after the well "reaches 
its final total- depth.” 

Exxon's leased drillship Glo- 
mar Pacific “spudded ” or star- 
ted, the first exploratory well 
off the east coast on March 2y, 
101 miles east of Adamic City. 

Two exploratory wells by 
Continental and Shell were re- 
ported dry in the early sunt' 
mer, but Texaco announced it 
had struck, natural gas Aug. 13 
in its fust well, Texaco said 
a second natural gas strike was 
made in the same well, but at 
a different depth, about five 
days later. 

The Texaco rig moved about 
a mile to the west this week to 
drill a second well in an ef- 
fort to determine the extent of 
the gas find.

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THE LAST STEP 

The three men who will be attending the Camp David 
summit conference this week differ not only in their reasons 
for joining the talks but also in their view of the summit itself. 

President Sadat, in coordination with some other Arab 
states and under pressure from others, regards the conference 
as the last step in his long quest for peace. He has vowed to 
achieve positive results at Camp David or end all direct con- 
tact with Israel's Menahem Begin. The president feels rightly 
that he has done all that he can for peace- and that it is time 
for the other side to reciprocate. He cannot accept the view 
that the conference should preserve the peace momentum but 
rather sees Camp David in terms of success or failure. To him. 
success means the acceptance of a peaceful settlement along 
terms which the Arabs feel just and honorable, and failure the 
lack of such settlement. 

At the other end of the negotiating table. Begin sees the 
conference as another marker on an unending road or, pre- 
ferably, a venue to achieve peace under Israeli terms which 
also gives ferae! the land. This is not an oversimplification of 
the Israeli position, but rather ihe Israeli att itude exa ctly. 

Caught between the two are the Americans. The Carter ad- 
ministration is closer to the Arabs on the terms of settlement 
but agrees more with the Israelis on the need For more time 
to reach it. The Americans feel that the Sadat initiative has 
deeply wounded the Begin government and that if the initiative 
; s maintained the Israelis wijl bow in. They especially warn 
President Sadat against giving up his peace efforts now because 
he will then allow Begin to escape from the comer where his 
intransigence has placed him. As proof that Begin is hurting, 
the Americans cite the split in the ranks of his coalition, the 
revolt of army conscripts against his policy on settlements and 
the growing disenchantment of the American public with the 
cost of supporting Israei. What the administration will not say 
is that it suspects that it cannot exert enough pressure on Israel 
to acquiesce in settlement. 

The American posiiion is fair and Jimmy Carter is a far 
more honest leader than, say, Lyndon Johnson. But he is also 
a great deal less of an achiever. It is just President Sadat's — 
and the Arabs’ — bad luck that, when the U.S. finally has a 
president who is willing to listen to both sides of the story and 
truly formulate an even handed policy, that president turns out 
to be, not Johnson or Richard Nixon, but an indecisive Eisen- 
hower-type without the late general’s popularity. 

But for all his shortcomings. President Carter is aH that 
we've got. The question whether it is better to have a Carter 
on your side or a Nixon on his own side is really academic. 
If there is ever going to be a Middle East peace settlement in 
the coming two years or even in the coming six (Mr. Carter 
may still win another term in office) the U.S. president will 
have to be part of it. The Arabs cannot dislodge Israel mili- 
tarily and Israel will not withdraw on its own. If President 
Sadat has his compelling reasons for refusing to wait after 
the Camp David summit, he needs to convince President Car- 
ter of their validity. Regrettably, there is no other way. 


Arab realities 


HOUSTON— 

The director of the Univer- 
sity of Texas Center for Middle 
Eastern Studies says U.S. busi- 
nessmen must begin to change 
their ideas and understand the 
realities of the Islamic world as 
ties between the Middle East 
and the United States grow 
closer. 

Professor Paul Ward English 
described the Mideast as a 
“new, international heartland 
fueled by oil wealth," and a 
land that is generally misunder- 
stood by Americans. 

“We must change our images 
of bearded nomads to the reco- 
gnition of cultured, civilized 
people whom we must come to 
understand/’ he told a group 
of businessmen at a World 
Trade Club luncheon 
here. “U-S. business 
must train people to understand 
the language, culture and civili- 
zations of this region — the past 
heritage as well as the recent 
growth and power." 

“The Arabs and Persians car- 
ried the torch of civilization 
during the Dark Ages," English 
explained. "That is a contem- 
porary reality— the Arabs today 
view themselves as the carriers 
of civilization." 


Western powers, English said, 
never understood the Muslim 
civilization because they never 
“came into contact with it." 
Even during the exploitation of 
Mideast oil resources, Western- 
ers had an “intermediary rela- 
tionship" with the r egion which 
prevented them from gaining 
insights into Mideastern culture. 

"My message today is. we’d 
better," English added. 

Many Americans are unaware 
that rapid urbanization, popu- 
lation growth and sudden access 
to Western technology are caus- 
ing Mideast peoples to “face 
100 years of changes each 
decade.” 

Each year, Saudi Arabia dis- 
covers more oil than it produ- 
ces, English- noted. 

“And the United States now 
spends $4 billion a month on 
foreign oil,” he warned. “If the 
Saudis decided tomorrow to 
accept anything other than U.S. 
dollars for oil, we would have 
either a recession 

For these reasons, English 
said, Americans must be made 
aware of the Arab heritage and 
peoples in order to promote 
understanding between the Arab 
world and the United States.— 
(Houston Bureau).

Controlling gas disasters 


By Kathryn Waters Gest 

WASHINGTON— 

Amid predictions of a fiery 
disaster in case of a spill, the 
U.S. Congress is taking steps to 
tighten federal control over the 
transport and storage of lique- 
fied gas. 

A bill pending before the 
House would require the gov- 
ernment to oversee construc- 
tion and operation of storage 
facilities for volatile liquefied 
natural gas (LNG). More than 
120 of those sites are operating 
now, with others expected as 
U.S. dependence on imported 
gas increases. Most of them are 
in densely populated areas. 

The bill also would increase 
federal control over liquefied 
petroleum gas (LPG), which is 
transported through 375,000 
kilometers of pipelines and 
stored at 8.000 sites throughout 
the country. The measure would 
make LPG transport and stor- 
age subject to the same civil 
penalties that govern natural 


handling of the gases has been 
spurred by the recent release of 
a report by the General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO), Con- 
gress’ investigative arm. 

“A major spill in a densely 
populated area, whether by 
aocident, natural forces or 
sabotage, could be catastrop- 
hic,” said ihe GAO, which re- 
commended that all new LNG 
storage complexes be built in. 
remote areas. 

LNG is natural gas that has 
been reduced to- 26 1 degrees 
Fahrenheit and then, compres- 
sed to J /600th of its volume. 
Lange tankers cany it from 
Algeria to two receiving stations 
in this country — one at Everett, 
Mass., and the other at Cove 
Point, Md. Domestic natural gas 
also is turned into LNG for 
storage during slack periods. 

The only major LNG ac- 
cident in this country took place 
in Cleveland in 1944. A storage 
tank gave way, killing 128 per- 
sons, injuring 300 and causing 


LPG is the designation for a 
variety of liquid fuels, includ- 
ing propane and butane, that 
are used among other things 
for home heating and crop dry- 
ing. They, too, are cooled to 
reduce their volume, but not to 
so low a temperature as LNG. 
Propane, for example, liquefies 
at-44 degrees.

CAIRO— 

President Anwar Sadat will 
attend the Camp David sum- 
mit conference hoping the Uni- 
ted States can help to over- 
come serious difficulties now 
obstructing Middle East peace 
negotiations. 

But there have been no indi- 
cations that either Egypt or 
Israel have budged from their 
widely differing stands on the 
thorny issue of the Jewish 
state's withdrawal from occupi- 
ed Arab territories. 

■ Reporting to the cabinet on 
preparations for the firsr sum- 
mit conference between Egypt, 
the US. and Israel on Sept. 5. 
Foreign Minister Ibrahim 
Kamel reiterated his country's 
strategy of seeking a compre- 
hensive settlement baaed on re- 
covering occupied Arab terri- 
tories and restoring the Pales- 
tinian people’s rights. 

Kamel - re-asserted Egypt's 
firm rejection of partial or bila- 
teral agreements with Israel. 

Egypt wants Israel to pull 
out from the West Bank of the 
River Jordan and the Gaza 
Strip, paving the way for the 
establishment of a Palestinian 
state in the two territories. 

Israeli Premier Menahem 
Begin, following a cabinet de- 
bate on the Camp David meet- 
ing, told reporters he was stand- 
ing by his plan, already rejected 
by Egypt, for limited autonomy 
for both territories with a con- 
tinued Israeli mifitaxy presence; 

Asserting the importance of 
the Camp David meeting, a 
senior Egyptian official equa- 
ted it with President Sadat’s 
historic visit to Jerusalem . last 
November. 

“The only chance available 
for the conference is to achieve 
a comprehensive settlement,” 
the official said. 

Political observers here in- 
terpreted this as a hint that 
Egypt is counting on the U-S. 
either to present its own pro- 
posals or to prod Israel to 
change Begin's intransigence on 


the question of withdrawal 
from the occupied territories. 

President Sadat, who has long 
urged the U.S. to assume the 
role of a full partner in the 
Middle East peace talks, warmly 
■welcomed President Carter’s 
decision tp convene the sum- 
mit. 

Kamel also emphasized the im- 
portance of full U.S. partner- 
ship in ihe negotiations. He re- 
cently told reporters that the 
Camp David meeting "marks 
the beginning of active Ameri- 
can participation ax the highest 
level in the Middle East peace 
process.” He added that Egypt 
had been aiming at just such 
a move. 

Officials here have dodged 
all questions on Egypt’s next 
move if the Camp David meet- 
ing fails to break the Middle 
East impasse. 

Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs and member of the 
Egyptian delegation Boutros 
Ghali recalled President Sadat’s 
remark, following the White 
.House’s announcement to con- 
vene the Camp David meeting, 
“Let us not cross the bridge 
until we reach it.’’ 

Ghali, in a statement to the 
authoritative weekly magazine. 
“October” said the conference 
would be an opportunity to 
mobilize world public opinion 
in general and American pub- 
lic opinion in particular in sup- 
port of the Arab cause. 

It would also be a good 
chance to expose “the Israeli 
intransigence" to Jewish public 
opinion inside the U.S., be said. 

Kamel and his aides have 
prepared a position paper for 
the Camp David talks. 

It includes a series of docu- 
ments and proposals on a de- 
claration of principles for a 
comprehensive settlement which 
officials said would be based on

Brazil deficit persists despite ME. push

RIO DE JANEIRO— 
In an effort to reduce its 
multibilfion-dollar trade deficit 
with Middle East oil-producing 
countries. Brazil is selling 
those nations everything from 
cars to frozen chickens and 
is building hotels, dams and 
highways there. But the trade 
figures still look pretty bad. 

Central Bank data show 
that last year Brazil registered 
a trade deficit of $2,875 billion 
with ]4 Arab countries plus 
Iran. The deficit with Saudi 
Arabia 3lone was $12 billion. 

Since 1973, when oil prices 
shot up and Brazil started 
courting political favor with 
the Arabs. Brazil’s cumulative 
deficit with the oil producers 
is $11.4 billion. 

Brazil spends over $4 billion 
a year to import oil. It needs 
about 1 million barrels a day 
but produces only around 20 
per cen> of this amount at 


home Brazil’s major oil sup- 
plies are Saudi Arabia. Iraq 
and Iran, in that order. 

Brazil now maintains am- 
bassador] aj-level diplomatic re- 
lations with 19 Arab states. 
This is seven more than be- 
fore 1973. In addition to this, 
hardly a day goes by without 
some official Brazilian govern- 
ment mission showing up in 
one of the oil-producing coun- 
tries. 

Nevertheless, . the govern- 
ment here admits that the 
■ 978 trade deficit with ’ the 
Middle East will be about the 
same as it was last year. 

Brazilian foreign ministry 
officials point enthusiastically, 
however, to Brazil’s increasing 
and diversifying exports to the 
oil countries. In addition to 
traditional exports such as rice, 
soybeans, coffee, corn and su- 
gar, Brazil now is shipping out 
heavy equipment, cars — there 
are 50.000 Brazilian-made Vol- 
kswagen on the streets of Al- 


geria, • Kuwait. Bahrain and " 
neighboring nations — and 
frozen chicken*. ' 

Brazilian officials admit there 
is stiff competition from the 
United States and Europe, 
which also want to reduce their 
trade deficits with the oil pro- 
ducers. 

Laura Barbosavda Silva Mo- 
riera, a Brazilian Commerce 
and Industry Ministry official 
who is involved with Middle 
East trade negotiations, says 
Brazil's strongest trade item in 
that region is the exporting of 
services — mainly in enginee- 
ring, construction and hydro- 
el eotric power. 

Brazilian engineering Arms 
such as Camargo Correa and 
Mendes Junior already are 
building highways, holds and 
dams in Arab countries — es r 
pecUlly Iraq. 

According to Moreira. Bra- 
zil’s advantage is that as a de- 
veloping country it understands 
the needs of other developing 
countries. “What we're doing 
in Iraq is the same thing we're 


doing at home — installing ba- 
ses for future development,”' be 
explained. 

Another Brazilian advantage 
in Iraq, according to govern- 
ment officials here, is that Bra- 
zil was one of tbe few coun- 
tries — perhaps the only one 
— that did not boycott Iraqi 
oil after the industry there was 
nationalized in pre-OPEC days. 
“The Iraqis remember that. 
They always mention it in our 
talks. I think it has been a de- 
cisive factor in our unproved 
trade r da lions," Moreira sta- 
ted. 

Brazil's trade deficit with 
Iraq dropped from $1:1 million 
in 1976 10 $900,000 last year.

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But Matagalpa subdued 

Nicaragua strike strengthens 


Managua, sept. 2 crj— 
The northern. Nicaraguan city 
of Matagalpa was quiet Sat- 
urday, but the general strike 
called against the regime of 
President Anastasio Somoza 
showed signs gathering mo- 
mentum 

Matagalpa was calmer af- 
ter six days of streets gun bat- 
tles between National Guards- 
men and teenage insurgents 
The lightly-armed youngsters 
withdrew from their barri- 
cades Friday after holding off 
a major assault by the Guards- 
men. 

Estimates of the death toll 
Saturday ranged from 20 *o 
50. The Red Cross said it did 
not expect a final total for 
some time. 

Some of the 30,000 people 
who fled the town began re- 
turning Saturday while Guards- 
men patrolled the main 
streets, visitors said. 

Many adults were reported 
by local residents to have sup- 
plied weapons to the estima- 
ted 400 young rebels who had 


controlled most of the town, 
which has a population of 
45,000. 

Apparently deciding that 
their ability to hold off the 
heavily armed Guard was li- 
mited, many of the youthful 
rebels, some only 12 years old, 
took off their masks and slip- 
ped away overnight to their 
homes. Others were believed 
to have taken refuge in near- 
by mountains. 

National Guard sources 
said patrols were ordered to 
keep a watch for youngsters 
fleeing the city. 

Other Nicaraguan towns 
where there had been sporadic 
shooting and bombing also 
became quieter although there 
were still isolated reports of 
shooting and some demonstra- 
tions. 

The Ministry of Labor said 
Friday night that businessmen 
who voluntarily shut down 
operations as part of the ge- 
neral strike would have to 
continut to pay their staff, and 
workers who went on strike 


would be liable to immediate 
dismissal. 

Despite the threats the week- 
old strike called by a broad 
opposition coalition showed 
every sign of gaining force. 
The coalition wants a govern- 
ment of national unity to re- 
place Somoza, whose family 
has ruled the country for 45 
years. 

• Wide support continued for 
the strike which has increased 
pressure on the government 
already facing serious econo- 
mic problems. 

Businessmen opposing the 
Somoza regime said they had 
expected the measures an- 
nounced against them but 

were not concerned as they 

would be replaced by any new 

government. 

Up to now the strike has 
not heavily hit the country’s 
main exports of coffee and 
cotton as harvesting is not due 
to star for several months. 

Shops in poor areas have 
generally remained open so lo- 
cal people could get food
